IjONDON, Sept. 18.—A squadron 


of British naval aeroplanes attacked 
the German aeroplane sheds at St. 
Denis-Westram, in Belgium, near the 
Dutch frontier and dropped a large 
Lumber of bombs successfully. One

Holland 


and was Interned. The admiralty is- 
sued the following statement today: 


"Sunday afternoon a squadron of 


naval aeroplanes further

A large number ot 
t»oml»s were-dropped with successful 
results. One of our machines was 
forced to land in Holland and the 
pilot was interned."

..East of Berny we have made new 


progress, as well as on the eastern 
outskirts of Deniecourt which is com- 
pletely surrounded. The number of 
prisoners we have taken is now 1,- 
200. 
Ten machine guns remained 


in our hands. 


"According to strtements made by 


prisoners the losses suffered in the 
fighting yesterday around Berny by 
the tenth Eratz division and the 
120th German reserve regim~it were 
enormous. Two battalions of the 38th 
and llth divisions were almost "vm- 
pletely destroyed by our artillery. 


"No developments is reported from 


the rest of the front."

" troops have smashed the second Bul- 


garian line of defense in Western 
•Macedonia, it was officially announc- 
ed here today. The Bulgar positions 
are now firmly in the hands of the 
Servians. 
On their defeat west of

ed to a strongly fortified line along 
the heights of Kaimaktschalan, but 
these the Servians captured together 
with a large quantity of supplies.

1. Its exclusiveness. 
Its bases of selection are high and rigid but 


democratic. Election Is a recognition of: 


a. 
Character. 


b. 
Proven ability. 


c. 
Good citizenship. 


2. Its variety. By an unique method of selection of members. Rotary 


has within its ranks a greater variety of activities represented than any 
other organization which is small enough to preserve the personal touch 
between all of its members. 
Hence, it appeals to all interests. It is the 


community in miniature, a cross section. 


3. Its dignity. The principle of selection of members which picks one 


representative from each of the community's various activities makes that 
representative feel that he bears the responsibility of representing his busi- 
ness or profession ably and worthily. 
He is an ambassador. 


4. Its stimulus to effort. 
The association with men of proven suc- 


cess creates a spirit of emulation and a resolve to continue worthy of such 
association. 


5. Its fellowship. The noncompetitive principle tends to do away with 


the caution and restraint of ordinary business relations. 
The knowledge 


that every member has befor^ admission been carefully scrutinized and 
found worthy Is a further Incentive to make friends freely. 


6. Its power. The loyalty and affection which its fellowship creates 


gives every member a sense of the power which resides in the united wilt 
and effort of two hundred able aiid influential men. 
The knowledge that 


the influence of Rotary is at the service of its members when need arises, 
in its turn creates loyalty.

1. Its fun. 
Because of the freedom, from restraint and the good fel- 


lowship within Rotary It is possible to have an atmosphere of boyishness 
and fun which is natural and unforced. 


8. Its direct personal touch. The club adopts many devices to make 


friendships easily begun and confines the number of members in the club to 
the natural limits of individual acquaintanceship. 


9. Its idealism. Rotary'is the first organized effort to introduce the 


professional spirit into business life as a whole. The fact that it has tried 
to formulate a code of ethics is evidence of this fact. 
The professional 


spirit within any group implies the following- 


a. 
Useful service to society, not for profit alone but for love of 
the profession and for humanity. 


b. 
An organized body of knowledge as a basis. 


c. 
Definite standards of efficiency. 


d. 
Definite standards of personal and professional conduct. 


e. Esprit de corps. Loyalty to business or profession and faith
